On a warm August day I rode out over 


the battlefield of Gravelotte. The dusty 
road lead us through the suburbs, crosses 
the Moselle at Bevant les Ponts.nnd grad- 
ually ascends'to the tJlatem along which 
the French array lav. through what were 
then Woods, but are now, for military 
reasons, cut away, Ridjrig through the 
little village of Amanvillers, we came to 
the village of St. Privat and, a htlle furth 
er oji, to the hamlet of Carriers de Jau- 
mont. Around. St. Pnvat, and {his last 


"named hamlet was the tight wing of the 


French, and where they were finally driy. 
en back by the Saxons. 
Naturally, the 


fighting was hot, and the houses and walls 
still bear evidences ol the rough storm of 
iron and lead that played around them. 
It must be recollected that a French vil- 
lage is not at all like ours. 
It is a collec- 


tion of stone houses with tile roofs.crowd- 
ed together, side by side, along one or two 
narrow streets; and the walls whirh sUr- 
round.the little gardens and enclosures 
around it are compact stone structures, 
laid in mortar and covered with a coat of 
plaster. 


These walls are usuall/ about five feet 


in height, so that the village is like a^ittle 
fortification to the troops in possession of 
it. The French troops had their lines for 
miles along the plateau, the centre and 
left nlonrand in front of the woods already 
mentioned. In front the open country 
falls a«ay in a slight declination. 
One 


can look fur miles across fields, which just 
now were being harvested, and were coat- 
ed with the yellow stubble. 
Here and 


there are the huddled together villages 
and hamlets, with their red tiled roofs. 


I then turned and rode alpng the rear 


of the German line to Gravelotte, where I 
stopped for lunch at the little inn with the 
magniloquent name of Horse of Cold. 


Scattered all ovc« its stretch of miles 


over which the armies fought arc monu- 
ments erected to the fallen, the more pre- 
tentious by the different German regiments 
to (heir perished members 
Here and 


there are mounds with a simple cross, 
where perhaps a hundred or two bodies 
were collected and hastily buried 
After 


lunch 1 took a walk about the village of 
Gravelotte., and, seeing a collection of 
persons in a graveyard, walked in 
In 


this little en9losure, 1 was told, about two 
thousand men had been buried. 
Ihcre 


were a few headstones and monuments, 
but the mass were left without mementoes. 
One little headstone attracted my attention 
from the little wieath of oak leave", which 
had evidently been recently placed Qn the, 
grave. 
The inscription neatly traced 


upon it ran thus. 


"Were reposes in God, fallen for king 


and fatherland in the Battle of Gravelotte, 
my dearly beloved and never to be-for- 
gotten husband, Fritz Denbard. captain 
Fifty-ninth infantry regiment. We shall 
see each other again."

laborer digging up bones, skulls, and bits

The preliminaries were 
soon arranged The combatantstook their 
positions and exchanged two shots without 
effect, and the difficulty was amicably ad* 
justed.

Bowie was just in the edge of the woods 


with Generals Wells and Currey, armed 
with pistols, Iiowui.carrymj» a huge knife. 
As the dueling party started to leave the 
grounds Howie and party started to meet 
them. The friends of Maddox and Crane 
on the opposite side of the sandbar seeing 
this and heing furthest from the party 
started in . 
• un to meet them as soon as 


they should reach the retiring combatants. 
General Curmy was the first on the ground, 
closely followed by Bowie 
Cufrey im- 


mediately advanced upon Colonel Crane 
and remarked, ' Colonel Crane, this is a 
good time to settle our difficulty," and 
commenced drawing his pistol. Bowie 
did the same. * Crane.was armed with a 
brace of dueling pistols and standing 
awaited the attack of Currey. At this mo- 
ment Cprrey was seized by his brother and 
begged to,.desist. Bowie and Crane fired 
at each other, it u-is said; without effect, 
l here were those who said Bowie was 
wounded. This latter statement I think 
most probable, for Bowie stopped, felt of 
tiis hip and then drawing his knite limped 
toward Crane, who wns watching General 
Currey. Released from the hold of his 
brother Currey was advancing. At this 
moment Crane leaped across a small ra- 
vine cut" through the sand by the rain- 
water flowing from the acclivities above 
and, resting his pistol upon hts crippled 
arm, fired at Currey, wounding him fatally. 
He fell. 


Crane was now disarmed and Bowie 


advanced cautiously upon him. Clubbing 
his pistol he struck Bowie over the bead, 
as he avoided his knife adroitly, and felled 
him to the ground. Crane retreated a step, 
as his friend Major Wright approac-hed. 
Bowie, m the -meantime, had risen, and 
was sustaining himself by holding on lo a 
snag which the river when at flood had 
left sticking in the sand. Major Wright 
advanced unpn him, and with a long, 
slender spear attacked Bowie, who made 
a pas" to pi"-y the fpear wthjiis knUe,-in 
which he failed. The spear was of" cold 
iron, and sinking the breast bone bent 
and went round uptn the rib. Bowie at 
this moment seized Wright and fell, pull- 
ing Wright down wntTand~on top ol him 
and holding him strongly to his person. 
Wrigbt was a slender, and by msans a 
strong man- and was powerless in the 
hinds of Bowie, who coolly said to him : 
"Now, Major, you die '" and plunging the 
knife into his heart killed him instantly. 


The knife was made by Resin P. Bowie 


out of a blacksmith's rasp, or large file, 
and. was the original of the famous Bowie 
knife. When James Bowie received it 
from his brother he was told by him that 
it was "strong and of admirable temper. 
It is more trustworthy in the hands of a 
strong man than a pistol, for it will not 
snap. 
Crane and Wright are both your 


enemies, they are from Maryland, the 
birthplace of our ancestors, and are as 
brave as you are, but not so cool. 
1 hev 


are both inferior m strength to youiself 
and therefore not your equal in a close 
fight, 
they are both dangerous, but 


Wright the most so 
Keep this knife 


always with you. I' will be your friend in 
a last resort and may sav6 your life" 
After this conflict Resin P. Bowie carried 
this knife to Philadelphia, where it was 
fashioned by a rutler into the form of a 
model made by him, and I presume the 
knife is yet in the possession of some 
members of the family.

In the meantime, during the delay of 
putting in the new machinery, the water 
had flooded rhe m,ne tb the-dcpth of over 
a hundred feet, and all the lower drifts 
were filled. The shaft is four hundred 
feet in depth, and therefore with a flood of 
water it can r.eadily be seen it is no siuall 
undertaking to work the mine1. After sev- 
eral weeks of constant pumping tbe water 
was lowered to a depth of fifty feet 
from the bottom, when no further pro- 
gress could apparent!; be made. 
After 


struggling for a while with-it in this state, 
last week one of the lifts of the pump 
broke. The breakage was repaired as 
quickly as possible, but during the short 
delay it was found the water had raised in 
the shaft a distance of twenty-six feet. The 
pump was again started, but as little pro- 
gress was madework has been abandoned. 
Ibis evident the present machinery is not 
sufficient to control the water, and either 
larger works will have to be put in or the 
mine must be abandoned. After so great 
an expenditure, it is doubtful if the present 
company will undertake the new outlay, 
and the company will likely have to be 
reorganized or the mine will remain idle 
for some time in the future." 


Colorado Bnn 


It isr -wonderful what efiecta few days of 


customary Colorado weather will have on 
vegetation. A gentleman said yesterday 
that he had seen a ripe strawberry on a 
vine in tbe eastern part of the city. Al- 
though this is nothing unusual for Colora- 
do, it may seem altogether improbable to 
newcomers who have become disgusted 
•with the disagreeable, weather which we 
have lately experienced. The same gen- 
tleman stated that the strawbeuy above 
referred to hung on the south side of the 
vine, while on the north side of the same 
vine the blossoms were just beginning to 
show themselves, 


A still more wonderful, and heretofore 


unheard of effect ol the pleasant weather 
comes to us in the report that many of the 
cattle that have died during the cold snap 
areco'ming back to life, while others which 
died from starvation are kicking as they 
rest on their sides, beinf too weak to rise 
on their feet This last statement is indeed 
astonishing, but as it does not come to us 


nest, protude from Ihe roof and within lhe 
dwelmg are little fire places shiped like 
an egg shell. 
In these the Mexican wo- 


-men all do their cooking except that they 
have out dpor ovens shaped liked old- 
fashioned straw bcc hives. These ovens 
serve for hen coops when not in olher use 
and are undoubtedly very agreeable to 
Ihe hen's ties after the bre.id is drawn. 
There is no regularity in building but the 
houses are stuck in promiscuously like a 
lot of [oo»e bricks. There is a plaza, how- 
ever, with two entrances, one on the north 
and Ihe olher on the south, and outside of 
Ibis in great confusion are dwellings and 
scaffold.s with fodder upon them. Children 
abound. Dogs, dirt and donkeys are 
plentiful. 
Pigs with, slim noses, long legs, 


and thin flanks act as scavengers. 1 he 
wayfarer if he become too much engrossed 
may wake up to find himself tumbling in- 
to some dug-out where a shiftless Mexican 
has made his hovel. 


i'he women do the family washing in a 


stream which flows from a hot spring in 
the mountains. 'They have no tubs and 
use only a flat sfone for both tub and wash 
board. This stream also affords the sup 
ply of water for the town, the Mexicans 
thinking it all right to wash and bathe in 
its water, especially if sifk, as they believe 
it has healing qualities'; The poor class 
of Mexicans here are as ignorant and low 
as brutes, they have no privacy in their 
habits, and when the weather is warm go 
nearly naked, but they always wear the 
indispensible shawl. All the'people, evert 
in the cold winter weather, are very thinly 
dad and many are barefooted. 


It is all very well to see this squalor and 


to laugh at the absurd things if one's stay 
be only transient, but if one has to'make 
his home here it becomes almost unbear-
